The Camellias are the stateliest of all the broaad- 
leaved evergreens in Southern gardens. Their culture 
is simple. They like good drainage, acid soil with p-en- 
ty cf organic matter, and uniform moisture. They pre- 
fer partial shade, especially irom the af.ernoon sun, 
but larger specimens can be planted in full sun. In 
planting the ball should not be unwrapped or placed 
deeper than it was in the nursery. A heavy mulch of 
oak leaves or pine straw is desirable. 


Whenever possible, in listing our varieties we use 
the name accepted by the American Camellia Society 
as correct. Names that follow in parenthesis have been 
synonyms.
